The Ministry Is faced with construction of a nev metallurgical plant 
In a norUnrestam region of our country. The products which this plant will 
manufacture will assist the further developnieat of the mcohlne -building indus- 
try of this region. 

In order to supply this construction project with the necessary materials, 
a powerful independent construction base must be set up. 

In a number of truste of our Ministry, Insufficient attention is being 
given to problems of creation and development of independent production bases 
for the exploitation of local materials. Without this development, the tar- 
gets for 1948 cannot be reached, and the program for completion of the Five- 
Tear Plan in 4 years will be threatened. 
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
